RIOT IN A JOLIET CHURCH

The outside faction slar.ted the trou- 


ble yesterday, which resulted in the call- 
ing out of deputy sheriffs and police, and 
the making of wholesale arrests. There 
wus a fierce battle for over an hour, and 
sticks, stones, knives and revolvers were 
used for weapons, but there were no 
tal injuries. A number have bruises and 
cuts, but with one or two exception: 
these are not serious. 


That tlicrc was not los.s of life is due 


to the coolness of the oflii-ers in not us- 
: their revolvers. These ofliecrs were 


assaulted on all sides. Frenzied women 
attempted to beat them with stones and 
clubs, and Chief of Police Rcttr. had a 
narrow escape from being killed by a 
woman. But not a shot was fired, and 
the deputy sheritl's and 
police—finally,

PACKERS' FINES NOT 


BORNE BY RACINE 


But Advance in Meats is Expected 


Within Few Weeks-Prices 


Still Below High Mark 


of Last Year. 


The action of the Missouri 
supreme 


court in imposing a fine on the beef trust 
for illegal commerce, immediately 
fol 


lowed by the subsequent retaliating raise 
of prices on meats by the packing corn- 
panics, making it evident that the trus'b 
proposes to make the public reimburse 
all it is out, r'oes not so far appear to 
be generally ielt in Kacine, contrary io 
the prevailing belief. Beef has gone up 
one and one-half cents per pound and 
there may be a few of the local batchers 
who have found it necessary to increase 
their retail price 'on meat accordingly, 
but the leading dealers assert that they 
arc selling meat for the same, price now 
as before the trust was fined. They fear, 
however, 'that within a few weeks there 
will be another advance in beef which 
will force a concerted raise in the re- 
tail meat market. 


Despite the fact of the firm belief .that, 


meat is unusually 'higli this- year, one 
denier today said th:d i't was still below 
the high mark of last' year at this time 
of the season, when beef demanded from 
one to two cents more. The high price 
of last year was said to he due to short- 
age of feed 11 nd the scarcity of good cat- 
tle. Pork is steady and from present in- 
dications butchers are of the opinion that 
it will stay that way for some time. Mut- 
ton, the prediction is. will drop in two or 
three weeks as then shearing is over and 
the market will be more freely provided 
with it.

that 100,000 persons, several

greeted him.

cooks do not understand the different ef- 
fects produced by hard and soft water 
in cooking meats and vegetables. Peas 
nnd beans eookcd in hard water, contain- 
in" lime or gypsum, will not boil tender 
because these' substances harden vegeta- 
ble casseine. Many vegetables, as onions, 
boil nearly t»stele»3 in soft water, be- 
eause all "the flavor is boiled out. The 
addition of salt often checks this, as in 
the case of onions causing the vegetables 
to retain the peculiar flavoring principles, 
besides such nutritious matter as might 
be lost in soft water. For extruding the 
juice of meat to make n broth or soup, 
soft water, unsalted and cold at first, is 
the best, for it much more readily pene- 
trates the tissue; but for boiling where 
ihc juices should be retained hard wa- 
ter or soft water salted is preferable, and 
the meat should be put in while the wa- 
ter is boiling, so as to seal up the pores 
at once.

SOME, May 4.—Owing to the recent 


heavy rains the military review in Em- 
peror William's honor today did not take 
place on the regular parade ground, but 
was held at C'entocelle. on a large plain 
live miles from this city.

But Advance in Meats is Expected 


Within Few Weeks-Prices 


Still Below High Mark 


of Last Year.

court in imposing a fine on the beef t'rust 
for illegal commerce, immediately fol- 
lowed by the subsequent retaliating raise 
of prices on meats by the packing com- 
panies, making- it evident that the trus't 
proposes to make the public reimburse 
all it is out, does not so far appear to 
be generally i'clt in Kacine, contrary to 
the prevailing belief. Beef has gone up 
one and one-half ceuts per pound and 
there may be a few of the local bu'tehers 
who have found it necessary-to increase 
their retail price 'on meat accordingly, 
but the leading dealers assert that they 
are selling meat for the same price now 
as before the trust was fined. They fear.' 
however, 'that within a feu" weeks'there 
will be another advance in beef which 
will force a concerted raise in :lhe re- 
tail meat market. 
' 


Despite the fact of the firm belief .that, 


meat is unusually "high this year, one 
denier today said: that ft was still below 
the high mark of last year at this time 
of the season, when beef demanded from 
one to two cents more. The high price 
of-last year was said to be due to short- 
age of feed and the scarei'ty of good cat- 
tle. 1'ork is steady and from present in- 
dications butchers are of the opinion that 
it will stay that way for some time. Mut- 
ton, the prediction is. will drop in two or 
three, weeks as then shearing is over and 
the market will be more freely provided 
with it.

PAY OF JURORS INCREASED 


83.OO for Kach Day of Actual Service Ac- 


ttordiuff to >'ew Lnw. 


The laws of Wisconsin, increasing the 


pay of jurors to three dollars per day, 
went into effect April 23. The object of, 
the increase is to encourage business men 
to serve, many persons not being able to 
afford 
the time heretofore. The 
new- 


law reads: 


"Every grand and petit juror, sum- 


moned upon any venire shall receive 
three dollars for each day's actual at- 
tendance upon any circuit court, and six 
cents per mile for each 
mile, actually 


traveled in going and returning by the 
most usual route: but shall be paid for 
no day when the court is not in session 
unless specially ordered by the presiding 
judge. Every talesman summoned and 
acting as a juror, 'shall receive three dol- 
lars per day for each day's actual ser- 
vice/' 


The above law while fairly 
meeting 


with conditions aa regards city jurors, 
fails to meet the case with country jur- 
ors called 
to the county seat. 
The 


courts frequently adjourn a half day or 
u day, but the time, is so brief it docs 
not pay the juror to return home anil his 
board goes on just the same, where ho 
has taken quarters. Again it would be 
only just to allow the country jnror 
more because he is placed under an ex 
penso nearly equal to his board. The 
truth is all jurors should be paid when 
the court adjourns for a brief period, for 
the reason they are subject to do jury 
duty and dare not take any risks.

Samuel Watkius Eager died very sud- 


denly at his home on Northwestern av- 
enue, May 2, 1903, aged 75 years. He 
was born in Montgomery, N. Y., Novem- 
ber 29, 1827. His early life was spent in 
Newburg, N. Y., and when a young man 
went west to St. Louis where he lived 
for many years before moving to Eacine 
where he has since resided. He held the 
office of clerk of the court of St. Louis 
county for 18 years. He served during 
the war on General Edward's staff as as- 
sistant adjutant general, and as adjutant 
of General More's. 


In 1857 he

Marsh, who died four years ago. Six 
children were born, to them; of whom 
Mrs. Eugene Leach, Eobert W. Eager, of 
Mason City, la., Sarah M. Eager and 
Mrs. Charles Gorton survive.. 


Mr. Eager was one of 'the best! known 


and most 
conspicuous -men :in Racine 


county. He 'Was honorable and upright 


compelled to take to his bed. During 
the declining days of his life he' was 
tenderly cared for by his one and only 
surviving sister, who provided 
every- 


thing within human power for his com- 
fort, but it was the will of the Al- 
mighty that his life should not be spar- 
ed. 


He was born in Newburybort, Mass.,

er iu Toungoo, Burmah, spoke to a large 
audience in the Baptist church last even- 
ing on the subject of "What has been ac- 
complished along- the Missionary Line in 
Burmah within 
the last 
seventy-five 


years." The talk w:i= under the auspices 
of the Woman's Missionary circle of the 
Baptist, church: 


Miss P;\rrott'r missionary experience in 


the country of her subject has been var- 
ied and extensive and, consequently her 
exposition of the country; its people and 
her work nmong them, was one of the 


at of its kind given to a Eacine au- 


dience for a long time. She is a fluent and 
clear speaker and makes her delivery in 
a manner that her hearers not only find 
her words pleasing but as well the soft 
tenor of the voice in which they are ut- 
tered. 


Miss Parrott began her talk by first 


giving a general description of the idol 
worshippers in Burmah, 
who 
number 


about eight million, four-fifths of the en- 
tire population. These idol worshippers 
have not yet received the gospel readily. 
The greater part of the missionary work 
is done among the despised and 
down- 


trodden rncc of the country, called Kar- 
en?. These people believe in the great 


it and that at some time it would 


reveal Itself through a man with a white 
'ace, who would then restore to them a 
book which they think was taken from 
.hem at one time when they sinned and 
;hat this book would tell them all about 
•.he spirit in question. Now, since mis- 
sionaries have come to their land, they 
•accept them readily, believing their bc- 
inf has been fulfilled. 


The speaker said the gospel is spread- 


ing fast, over 37.000 have already become 
christianized. These people are educated 
in schools, seminaries, colleges etc., in 
one of which Miss Parrott, was superin- 
tendent. 


Sunday school Is held every day and 


one hour is devoted to Bible study. The 
children of these schools arc trained into 
missionaries and they then go to the de- 
spised race of their country and proclaim 
the word of God to them, and as well to 
the heathen of other foreign countries, 
which is 'the chief aim of missionaries 
from here to make missionaries out of 
the heathen. 


Miss Parrott compared the liberality of 


the Karens toward church work with 
that of the American people, saying that 
the Karens give one-half of wha'fc they 
possess to one sixty-second of what we 
Americans give of our worth, which she 
said should be taken for a lesson by the 
p'cople of this Christian country. -

Miss Parrott goes to Lake Geneva, 


Wis., from here this afternoon and will 
give a talk on 'the same topic in the Bap- 
tist.church of that city this evening.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May L—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt spent live hours in Kansas 
Citv, Mo., today and later was 'the guest 
of Kansas City, Kas., just across the 
state 'line for two hours, leaving for the 
west at 4 o'clock in the afternoon.. In 
the two cities the president was driven 
over a route 15 miles long, reviewed near- 
ly 30.000 
school children, made two 


speeches, one at Convention hall, before 
the greatest crowd that noted structure 
has ever held and parcook of a luncheon 
at the Baltimore hotel as the guest of 
the Commercial club of Kansas City. Mo. 
In the party here was Elihu Root, secre- 
tary of war who had joined the party at 
St. Louis at the express wish oi the pres- 
ident. 


The reception given the president was 


intensely enthusiastic and ft is estimated 
that 100,000 persons, several 
thousand 


coming to town from surrounding places, 
greeted him. The schools were closed, 
business generally was suspended, 
the 


mayor having proclaimed it a holiday 
and many residences and business houses 
were decorated. Never before had there 
been such a general desire on the part 
of citizens to show their esteem for a 
distinguished visitor. 


The presidential party arrived in the 


city from St. Louis at D:in in the morn- 
ing. Passing first through the Pazo, a 
driveway a mile in length and almost a 
block wide the president was greeted by 
over 20,000 school children, white and 
black from private and public schools, 
who stood seven deep on the grass plo't 
between the two drive-ways and formed 
a. line that extended for three blocks.

Roosevelt appeared 


each -of the children waved a tir.y Ameri- 
can flag cheering all the while and finally 
ns 'die president passed, thousands of 
voices broke forth singing "America.",In 
the sunlight, the thousands of happy fuc- 
cd children, hacked by rows of residences, 
decorated anil covered with spectators.

because these substances harden vegeta- 
ble easseine. Many -vegetables, as onions, 
boil nearly tasteless in soft water, be- 
cause all the flavor is boiled out. The 
addition of salt often checks this, as in 
the case of onions causing the vegetables 
to re",ain the peculiar flavoring principles 
besides such nutritioiis matter as might 
be lost in soft water. For extracting the 
juice of meat to make a broth or soup 
soft water, unsalted and cold at first, is 
the best, for it much more readily pcne 
trates the tissue; but for boiling where 
the juices should be retained hard wa 
ter or soft -water salted is preferable, anc 
the meat should be put in while the wa 
ter is boiling, so as to seal up the pore 
at once. 


For the Housekeeper.—A good way t 


purify the air of a"sick room in rain; 
weather is to pour a, little oil of lavencle 
into 3 cup of steaming hot water. Thi 
will -also purify dining room »nd hall 
of disagreeable cooking odors.

Advantageously Located on Island in 


San Francisco Harbor. 


' The discharge camp on an island la 
San Francisco harbor is a unique es- 
tablishment in the history of Ameri- 
can military service. Probably 
no- 


where else in the United States could 
such a favorable location be found. 
Climate, scenery', conveniences of lo- 
cation, peculiar adaptability to'mili- 
tary requirements, availability of sup- 
plies, sanitary conditions and means 
of transportation, all combine to maka 
the place most advantageous to the 
government and to the soldier, in con- 
nection with the transpacific military 
service, and our growing commercial 
supremacy in the Orient. 


On the average the 10,747 short-term 


soldiers .discharged and paid at this 
camp from Dec. 1, 1901, to June 30, 
1902, 
received a total of ?3,356,354. Of 


this amount 13.8 per cent was expend- 
ed for railroad tickets, 33.6 per cent in- 
vested in express money orders, or s 
total of 53.4 per cent ($1,793,855) dis- 
posed of through the joint ticket 
agency and express office, leaving a 
remainder of 46.6 per cent, or f 1,562,- 
499, which was used by the soldier! 
for miscellaneous expenses, various 
forms of investments or cash savings 
to carry home.—Capt. John P.'Finley,

citizen must be free to adopt and follow 
such calling, profession or trade as may 
seem to him most conducive to that end. 
Without this right he is not a free man. 
This right to 'chooSE a calling and to 
follow it is an essential part of that lib- 
erty which, belongs to every citizen and 
which it is the object of government to 
protect. A calling,' -when chosen, is a 
man's property and right. Liberty and 
property are not protected where these 
rights are assailed. 


Man has the right to make use of his 


labor in any useful employment, cither 
on his own "behalf, or to hire it out to 
whomsfievcr he will, and ftt such wages 
as may be agreed upon by him and the 
person employing him. He has the right 
to refuse to work for any employer, or 
for wages which may seem to him inad- 
equate, but. in exercising his right, he 
cannot interfere-with the liberty of oth- 
ers who may desire to work. He may 
have the legal right to strike, but he 
cannot compel others to strike with 
him. 


It is the right of every citizen to re- 


fuse to have business relations with any 
of his fellows, for any reason he may 
deem sufficient, but he cannot institute 
a boycott or unfair list for the purpose 
of injuring the object of his displeasure. 


This alliance concedes the 
absolute 


right of all persons to organize for the 
protection and furtherance of their com- 
mon interests by proper methods, but it 
denies the right to. organize for an un- 
lawful purpose, or to accomplish a law- 
ful purpose by unlawful means. This is 
particularly true of organizations which 
interfere with the constitutional rights

The services began with 
the chanting of the mass, "Offices of the 
dead" conducted by Father Reiehlin. as- 
sisted by fourteen vistting priests, among 
them being Father Casimer Reiehlin, of 
Cleveland, an uncle of the deceased.

remains of Miss Reichlin were taken to 
the Catholic cemetery at Elyria for inter- 
ment.

WASHINGTON', May 4.—The Chinese
